in the morning until 5 at night.

Comparison of sixth 'class cities as

Covina |a. the smallest 
sixth class city in jtihe "state from 
the standpoint of area, being just a 
mile square.

An unusual sight was that of viewing the buildings of 


the Covina union high school last Thursday night, all bril- 
liantly lighted from within, the structtiral group giving 
forth a gleaming vitality like that of a big factory. 


And it ie the Covina valley'., biggest factory, and turns 


out the most valuable product—far more valuable, of 
course, than that of oranges or walnuts or manufactured 
articles. It is common for the main building to be lighted 
and filled with activity at night, and for the "gym" to be 
throbbing with life and animation of an evening, but it is 
only once each year, during what is known as "school 
week," that the plant is running full time at night, with 
all buildings filled with scholars at work—these workmen 
who are preparing for the coming struggle with the prob- 
lems of life. 


That big plant is a revelation to the adult when it is 


seen in full operation. There are two outstanding reasons 
why parents and townspeople do not visit the regular ses- 
sions of school in the daytime—the first being just plain 
indifference, and the second that of lack of time. Most peo- 
ple have to earn a living one way or another, and the busiest 
ones are generally those who really should familiarize them- 
selves with the schools. 


A visit now and then would do away with many criti- 


cisms, both of the expressed and unexpressed kind. Many 
citizens are in the habit of thinking that a lot of the time 
and money expended' in the schools is of a ^ problematical 
value. But if this great plant is seen in operation as a whole, 
and the real reason for tRese activities is understood, the 
plan becomes one that is acceptable to the minds of all 
people of commonsense and progressive tendency. 


All these activities in and out of the walls of the Covina 


union high-school are somewhat disconcerting to the man 
and woman who went to the little valley school a few de- 
cades back. There is one fundamental thing about the 
school of today and the school of yesterday that has per- 
sisted. The basic studies are insisted, on just as strongly 
as in '*>e past, and of course the method of teaching is far 
superior to that of the past.

That suggests a question. When is a man old? 
In Shakespeare's time a man was old at forty, and often 


invalided long before that. 


Sir Walter Scott at fifty-five bemoaned the fact that he 


was an old man. 


Montaigne retired to his castle at thirty-eight to spend 


his declining years in peace and study. 


Dr. Samuel Johnson once remarked that 'at thirty-five a 


man had reached his peak, and after that his course must 
be downward. 


Physiologists tell xis that in all mammals except man the 


period of life is five times the period of growth. A dog gets 
its full growth in two years, and lives ten; a horse in five 
years, and lives twenty-five. On this basis a man should 
live from one hundred to one hundred and fifty years. 


But William James, the great psychologist, said that 


most men are "old fogies at twenty-five." 


He was right, Most men at twenty-five are satisfied with 


their jobs. They have accumulated the little stock of preju- 
dices that they call "principles," and closed their minds to 
all new ideas: they have ceased to grow. 


The minute a man ceases to grow—no matter what his 


years—that minute he begins to be old. 


On the other hand, the really great man never grows old. 
Bismarck, who died at eighty-three, did his greatest 


work after he was seventy. 


Titian, the celebrated painter, lived to be ninety-nine, 


painting right up to the end. 


Goethe passed out at eighty-three, and finished his 


"Faust" only a few years earlier; Gladstone took up a 
new language when he was seventy; Commodore Vander- 
bilt increased the mileage of his lines from 120 to more than 
10,000 between his seventieth birthday and his death at 
eighty-three. 


Laplace, the astronomer, was still at work when death 


caugh up with him at seventy-eight. He died crying, "What 
we know is nothing; what we do not know is immense." 


I suppose that is the real answer to the question, When 


is a man old ? 


Laplace at seventy-eight died young. He was still un- 


satisfied, still growing, still sure that he had a lot to learn. 


As long as a man can keep himself in that atitude of 


mind, he is still young.

Are you going to believe me, when I tell you that you 


have the best and most dependable heart remedy known, 
always within your reach and absolutely free from cost to 
you? Well, you most certainly have. In these days of sud- 
den death from "heart disease,"'it seems worth while to 
me to do a lot of sober thinking. 


The horizontal position—the recumbent posture—lying 


in bed—call it whatever you please—is first and foremost 
in oaring for a tired heart. I saw an aged man, not long 
ago, with a rapidly failing heart; one month in bed com- 
pletely restored him, so far as I could discern; he shows 
no sign of heart failure today, and is apparently healthy 
as a man of his years can be. He took perhaps sixty cents 
worth of medicine! The recumbent position cured him; he 
was not permitted to even sit up to take his meals; orders 
were orders here; disobedience might have cost him his life. 


Of course your heart isn't like that. But do you know 


that the eight hours you should spend in bed each night 
does the very thing for you that was done to the old man ? 
And don't you. know that the heart does three times as 
much work when you are up and doing as it does when the 
body is in the horizontal position? Then, if the heart be- 
comes weakened, failing in its strength and function from 
overwork and abuse— the very first thing to do is, give it 
REST. In many causes that's all it needs. 


The heart may be abused—overworked, in a thousand 


different ways; Avhat are yoa doing to your heart? Are you 
giving it the rest that it absplutely must have! You, who 
are up all day, and extend the festivities till past midnight? 
Then, do you whip up the tiring vital organ with cigarettes, 
heavy food, or with alcoholics? Or with "medicine"? .Let 
me tell you: You are tampering—flirting with danger to 
your life! 


Health is the natural law of life. 


It is an endowment that every nor- 
mal chick brings into being. If their 
keeper does not blunder they will 
live and grow. When they sicken 
and die, rest assured they were will- 
ing to do their bit if given the right 
chance. 


Poring recent years great emphasis 


has been placed on sanitation—clean 
brooders, clean quarters and clean 
everything about the place. One rea- 
son for this is to prevent worm in- 
festation, if possible. 


Poultrymen whose years of exper- 


ience has taugtit valuable lessons in 
management, claim that worms are 
the greatest source of loss in the 
average flock. Some are so emphatic 
as to claim that if worms were not 
sapping the vitality other flock ail- 
ments 
would rarely 
occur; that 


worms are present in alarming num- 
bers long before they are suspected 
and that growth, production and re- 
sistance are seriously impaired and 
feed costs greatly increased on ac- 
count of them. 


POTATOES 


At this time of year, when new 


potatoes are not yet a matter of 
course and old potatoes are perhaps 
at their poorest, the clever cook sees 
(o it that there is much potato var- 
iety. Whereas in a few weeks plain 
boiled potatoes, dressed with parsley 
and butter, will be served every day, 
and whereas mashed potatoes three 
months ago may have been an al- 
most daily occurrence, this is the 
season for potato variety. 


Scalloped Potatoes 


Scalloped potatoes are one of the 


best ways of serving them. There 
are two good ways to scallop pota- 
toes. One is to slicet hem raw and 
put them in a buttered baking dish 
with a little flour sprinkled between 
the layers. Then season them with 
salt and pepper and butter, and cov- 
er them with milk. Cook them rather 
slowly for an hour in the oven—or 
until the potatoes are done. 


The other way of scalloping them 


is to boil them and let them cool, 
then chop them or cut them into 


! small dice, put in a buttered dish, 


over with milk, season well and 
uake slowly until they are rich and 
reamy and brown on top. 


Creamed potatoes are also good 


inn.'le of old ones. Again there are 
several ways of cooking them. One 
is to make a good cream sauce and 
heat the diced or sliced potatoes in 
the sauce. Another is to dice the 
potatoes, roll them in flour, and then 
heat in a double boiler in milk to 
cover them. The flour, thickens the 
milk. Both sorts should be well sea- 
soned. 


A heavy worm infestation causes 


intense irritation in the intestinal 
tract, so that digestion and assimila- 
tion are seriously interfered with. 
This inflamed condition soon brings 
about a thickening of the intestinal 
walls and though the worms are ex- 
pelled the power to digest and assim- 
ilate food normally is forever lost. .. 


Creamed Potatoes 


Crea'med potatoes^ may then be 


poured into a buttered, shallow dish 
and browned a few moments in the 
oven or, carefully, in the broiler. 
Or they may be poured into dish 
und sprinkled with buttered bread- 
crumbs and grated cheese and then 
baked until they are brown. 
Minci 


ed parsley may also be sprinkled 
over creamed potatoes to add to their 
taste and appearance. 


Various sorts of fried potatoes are 


tempting at this time of year. You 
can French fry raw potatoes, or pan 
fry boiled potatoes. You can make 
latticed potatoes or German shoe- 
strings—that is, finely cut raw pota- 
toes cooked like French fried. You 
can fry boiled potatoes in thin slices 
with a little onion, and thus make a 
sort of Lyonnaise potato. 


The point is, if. the old potatoes 


are not very good and the new po- 
tatoes are still expensive, to cook 
the old ones in a way to bring out 
their best points and minimize their 
worst ones. 


Of course treatment is .the best 


way out of a bad condition, but it is 
•a safe bet that*feeders who persist 
in using condiments, "irritants, dopes 
and regulators are developing a sim- 
ilar hardening of the intestinal walls 
by over stimulation, so that their 
birds will never again be able to get 
the nourishment out of their food 
had they not been so disturbed. 


A reason why the afflicted flock 


often causes its owners to wonder 
why it doesn't do better after treat- 
ment. 


It 
IK also a reason for thin, ema- 


ciated hens that cannot be fattened 
—bad doers, for sickness, for high 
mortality and no profits.

More Work on Channels— 


By J. L. MATTHEWS 


The property owner is to be benefited by an increasing 


amount of channel work on the washes and rivers in Los 
Angeles county. This fact is forecast by figures released 
by the Los Angeles flood control department as of April 7 
of this year. 


This statistical report is a revelation to anyone who is 


interested enough to study it. It shows that some of the 
earlier-built flood control dams, constructed prior to the 
time that Chief Engineer Eaton went into office, cost so 
very much greater than the original estimate that the money 
appropriated annually for channel work was nearly all 
absorbed in unexpected high costs of dams. One dam, the 
Sawpit dam above Monrovia, cost 16l> per cent above or- 
iginal estimates, and the deficit was made up out of the 
amount appropriated in each annual tax budget for chan- 
nel work. But let's take a look at some of these figures: 


In the San Gabriel valley, Thompson creek dam was 


started in September, 1925, and completed March, 1928. 
The original estimate of its cost was $146,000, .and it was 
finally completed at a cost of $242,528, an increase of 66 
per cent. Live Oak dam was started in August, 1921, and 
completed in November, 1922. It was estimated to cost 
$272,000, and was completed at a cost of $349,569, an in- 
crease of 28 per cent. San Dimas dam was begun in No- 
vember, 1920, finished September, 1922. It was estimated 
to cost $278,000, and was completed for $600,732, or an in- 
crease of 116 per cent. 


Then there is the Puddingstone dam. "Work was started 


without contract to be built by district forces, the first work 
being in March, 1925. Work was stopped on that basis in 
April, 1927. There had been placed at that time about 250,- 
000 cubic yards of earth in this dirt-fill structure. The 
average total expenditure to April, 1927, per cubic yard of 
material was 75 cents. A contract was awarded, and the 
work carried on under the supervision of Chief Engineer 


' 756 yards, *nd the contract price was 43 cents^-^fflr cubic 
yard. Expenditure made up to April 1, 1927, was >$586,408. 
The total cost to January 1, 1930, was $1,950,000. 


The Puddingstone diversion dam and the Puddingstone 


channel, these connecting San Dimas dam with the Pud- 
dingstone reservoir, were begun in March, 1925, and finish- 
ed January, 1928. Amount of the original estimate was 
$1,750,000, and it was completed at a cost of $1,950,000, or 
an increase of eleven and one-half per cent. 


The Big Dalton dam.above Glendora of the multiple 


arch type was begun under Chief Eaton as a contract job in 
November, 1927, and completed in August, 1929. It was 
estimated to cost $901,600, and cost completed, $1,010,157, 
or an increase of ten per cent over the original estimate. 


This shows the manner in which the huge increase met 


with in earlier construction has been cut down to practi- 
cally no appreciable increase in the building of the later 
dams. 
Two of the earlier built dams, the Sawpit and the Big 


Santa Anita, are remarkable examples of wrong estimates. 
Sawpit dam was begun in April, 1926, and finished in June, 
1927. It was estimated by'a former flood control engineer 
to cost $241,000, and actually cost $638,626, an. increase 
over previous estimate of 165 per cent. Big Santa Anita 
was begun in November, 1924, and finished in. March, 1927. 
It was estimated by a former flood control engineer to cost 
$586,000, and cost* completed, $1,208,409, an increase over 
estimate of 106 per cent. 


In order to complete these earlier dams the supervisors 


caused funds meant to be used for channel work to be allo- 
cated to the completion of the dams, thus halting the large 
program for the widening, straightening and reinforcing 
of the channels in the valleys. 


The regular inflow of funds from general taxation each 


year, placed in the budget for the purpose of maintaining 
and improving channels, will provide for a greatly increas- 
ed amount of channel work, now that the overcharges for 
these early dam projects are out of the way. It is highly 
probable that the county will be benefited this year and 
the years to come by a great amount of permanent work in 
the channels, something that has been devoutly advocated 
by all property owners of the valleys.

No more battleships will be built by the United States, 


Great Britain, Prance, Italy or Japan before 1936. Those 
nations had agreed in 1921 on a ten-year "battleship holi- 
day." By mutual agreement they have extended the holi- 
day for another five years. 


' Three of those five powers have agreed to dispose of 


certain specified fighting ships now in commission, thus 
reducing their navies below their present strength. France 
and Italy have not yet come into that agreement, as they 
have some mutual differences in regard to the Mediterran- 
ean sea to adjust, but there is little doubt that eventually 
both of these nations will join the other great sea powers 
in sinking warships. 


Naval reduction is a long step toward permanent world 


peace. Complete disarmament is, in the present stage of 
civilization, impracticable, but an overmastering navy 
would not rralce for peace, either. Our purpose would be 
suspected by all the rest of the world if we continued to 
maintain a naval force out of proportion to our coast-line 
and our interests on the sea. 


"Certainly the way of peace lies neither in the rattling 


of the scabbard nor in the abandonment of defense," said 
President Hoover, and he added," lest he might be accused 
of "pacifism," whatever that is, "Let no one mistake^ me; 
there is a price no nation can afford to pay for peace.

Flood Control 
Engineer Reveals 


Fifty-Year Plan 


At least 10 separate problems re- 


lating to control and conservation 
of flood waters must be solved by 
Los Angeles county before complete 
and satisfactory flood control can 
be obtained for 
tKis area, Chief 


County Flood Control Engineer E. 
C. Eaton reported to the board of 
supervisors Tuesday. 


Listing of the 
problems to be 


solved was made by Eaton as part 
of a seven-pape report filed with 
the board showing progress to date 
in drafting a comprehensive flood 
control plan covering needs of the 
county for the next half-century. 


Among the problems facing the 


county are: flood control, conserva- 
tion of mountain strcamflows, con- 
servation of valley streamflows in- 
cluding storm drain waters, preven- 
tion of underground flows to the 
ocean, conservation of sewage wa- 
ters, prevention and control of de- 
bris movements, increase of natural 
percolation rates, jetty protection 
Vorks at river outlets and disposal 
of waste materials discharged dur- 
ing flood periods and adequacy of 
bridges over flood control channels. 


WORKING SCHEME 


According to Eaton, the aim of 


the county flood control district in 
evolving the 50-year plan is to pro- 
vide a definite working scheme ca- 
pable of being financed in units 
keeping pace with city and county 
development. 


In order to obtain necessary data 


for drafting the plan, the district 
has installed 32 automatic record- 
ing and .100 standard rain gauges 
and 4.1 automatic recording and 60 
staff 
strcamflow gauges for 
core- 


lating rainfall and runoff on various 
sizos and conditions of watersheds. 
Eaton stated in his report. 


In order to develop and protect 


natural underground water-bearing 
areas, experimental shafts are being 
tiug and studies made of possibili- 
ties of replenishing these districts 
by means of shafts and tunnels, it 
•was said. 


RESERVOIR SITES 


Existing and contemplated city 


and county storm drains are being 
mapped and locations where all pos- 
sible amounts of water from these 
may be salvaged and returned to 
{jround water storages are also being 
.studied, according to the report. 


A search for all available and eco- 


nomic mountain reservoir sites is 
being made by aeroplane mapping 
in the largo areas and by reconnais- 
anee surveys in the smaller areas. 
The San Gabriel watershead is being 
completely 
mapped 
and the

Tujunga and Eaton canyons have 
already been mapped by this method 
it was stated.

store situation? 


There is no other subject on which 


so much conversation is spilled, most 
of it highly colored, if not violent. 
But most of the argument is basod 
on incomplete knowlodge of 
the 


facts. 


What are the facts about the chain 


stores? Are they dominating the re- 
tail business of the nation? Are they 
likely to dominate it? Is the day of 
the 
independent merchant over? 


Those and all the other questions 
which center around the chain store 
situation can only be answered when 
all the facts have been gathered. 


Who is going to gather the facts? 


The chain store interests present one 
set of statements which they regard 
as the facts, the defenders of the in- 
dependent dealers present another 
set which they call the facts. There 
is only one impartial organization 
which has an interest in the subject 
and the facilities for finding out all 
the . facts and presenting thfcm in 
their proper relation to each other. 


That organization is the federal 


government, and finding out the 
facts about the chain store "men- 
ace " .is exactly what the govern- 
ment is doing, thru the federal trade 
commission and the department of 
commerce. 


The -federal trade commission is 


primarily concerned with unfair bus- 
iness practices. When it has complet- 
ed its nation-wide survey, now under 
way, we shall know just how much 
the element of unfairness, price-cut- 
ting below cost and similar practices 
enter into the chain store situation. 
In the meantime, the department of 
•commerce has made extensive and 
intensive studies of chain store meth- 
ods and those of the thousands of 
independent 
merchants, and 
has 


found out many of the reasons why 
chain stores succeed when indepen- 
dents fail. 


And—this is the important part of 


it—the department of commerce is 
not only willing but anxious to show 
any retail merchant who is threaten- 
ed by chain-store competition how 
le can compete with the chain store. 


For the government at Washington 


is definitely the friend of the inde- 
pendent retailer. 


' He is, as a rule, an integral part 


of his community or neighborhood," 
says Dr. Julius Klein, assistant sec- 
retary of commerce, who has person- 
ally directed much of the govern- 


It is increasingly easier for the in- 


dependent grocer, for example, to 
carry a small stock and replenish 
his shelves quickly, thus getting the 
benefit of fresh goods and quick 
turnover, which is one of the strong 
points of chain-store merchandising. 
Some of the largest grocery chains 
have established their own factories 
and bakeries, leaving great indus- 
tries out in the cold so far as tho 
chain-store market is concerned. This 
is a serious matter for many large 
manufacturers and packers of gro- 
cery products, and two of tho three 
recent mergers on a national scale 
in the foodstuff industry have had 
their genesis in this situation. 


These new combinations arc ac- 


tively cultivating the independent 
grocery trade. They offer him the 
same facilities of prompt delivery 
that the competing 'chain store en- 
joys, the same or better credit, and 
competitive prices, with the added 
advantage of enabling him to sell 
nationally-advertised goods. 


That is a purely economic develop- ^ 


ment of the situation. It is spreading 
rapidly, and in some instances is be- 
ing backed up by financial aid to the 
undercapitalized retailer who in oth- 
er respects has the makings of a 
successful merchant. 


But 'capital and goods are not suf- 


ficient ammunition with which to 
compete with the chain store, the 
government researches have disclos- 
ed. It takes expert knowledge of 
market and of merchandising. Those 
the chain store supplies thru its or

mental research, into the chain store 
situation. "He knows his patrons 
not only as customers but ,as people 
he is familiar-iwith, 
stances, their likite and dislikes, 
well-grounded preferences' and thei 
capricious whimsAIn his store, there 
fore, he greets tiem in a spirit o 
old-established friendliness. 
So he 


has that intangible but invaluable 
quality that ;we may call 'the per- 
sonal touch.' There is a psychologi- 
cal asset here that every indepen- 
dent retailer should realize and just- 
ly prize." 


On another ocasiin Dr. 
Klein, 


speaking on independent merchants, 
said: 


"They are, after all, tho backbone 


of the American business organism. 
On their diligent but unpretentious 
activity the whole commercial struc- 
ture of the nation rests. Most of 
them dp not belong to chambers of 
commerce or trade associations, few 
of them read trade papers or attend 
business conventions. They are just 
plain business men, 'citizens, taxpay- 
ers. But they, more than any other 
single element in our business com- 
munity, are most constantly, regular- 
producer has his only contact with 
the great army of consumers. Even 
those who fail are important factors 
•while they survive, inconspicuous 
tho they may be as individuals. 
Through them the manufacturer and 
priducer has his only contact with, 
the consumer in almost every class 
and kind of merchandise." 


That is the spirit in which Wash- 


ington is taking up the chain store 
situation. And here are some of the 
facts they have found out already: 


Only 15 per cent of the retail bus- 


iness of the United States is done 
by chain stores, even when the term 
'' chain'' is used to mean two stores 
under one management. 


Only 3% per cent of the nation's 


retail business is done by the mail- 
order houses. 


Only 2 per cent of retail sales are 


made by house-to-house canvassers. 


Company stores and consumers' co- 


operative stores do 2% per cent of 
all retailing. 


The remaining 77% per cent of all 


the retail trade of the United States 
is done by independent merchants 
dealing in general merchandise or 
special lines. 


So far, then, the chain store has 


not put the independent merchant 
| out of business. And there is a decid- 
ed belief among government oflScials 
who are looking into the matter that 
tho chain store movement has reach- 
ed its peak and that the tide is turn 
ing the other direction. 
All that the chain store offers which 
any independent retailer cannot of- 
fer are lower prices—for cash—and 
better merchandising methods. Start- 
ing from that point, the govern- 
ment's researches have been in the 
direction of discovering why the in- 
dependent merchant cannot compete 
on prices, and why merchandising 
methods which have made tho chain 
stores generally successful cannot be 
adopted by any dealer. 


The answer to both questions is 


that the independent merchant can 
compete with the chain store on both 
points, and the government at Wash- 
ington stands ready to show him how 
to do it. 


ganization of experts. The local re- 
tailer who would compete with the 
chain store .must arm himself with 
the same kind of expert knowledge, 
and that is precisely what the gov- 
ernment is prepared to furnish him. 


Without attempting to go into de- 


tails here, the facts which the fed- 
eral government has collected and 
which it is all ready to place at the 
disposal of any merchant, cover the 
whole field of retail merchandising, 
low to determine the extent of the 
ocal market for any class of commo- 
ities, how to pick the right loca- 
;ion for a store, 'how large a stock 
o carry, how to select and replenish 
;hat stock to the best advantage 
low to display the stock both inside 
;he store and in the show windows 
LOW to advertise, what sort of ac 
counts to keep and how to kee] 
;hem, 
how much capital should b 


available for a retail store of an; 
kind in a community of any size 
how that capital should be propor 
tioned between merchandise and re 
serve, how much credit a business of 
a given volume is entitled to, to 
e±penses fltotlld-be ^apportioned -to 
tween rent, help and other items— 
those and, many other facts—n 
guesses or estimates but facts based I 
upon actual investigation and thor- 
ough study of thousands of success- 
ful and unsuccessful retail business- 
es, independent and chain, in many 
different parts of the United States. 


In other words, all the expert 


knowledge which makes the chain 
store a more efficient merchandising 
institution than the general run of 
independent retailers are, has been 
collected and is still being gathered 
at Washington, analyzed, surveyed 
in its proper proportions and made 
available to every merchant who 
seriously wishes to compete with the 
chain store, instead of merely grouch- 
ing about it. 
The independent retailer who wants 
this government assistance can get it 
by merely writing to the domestic 
commerce division, department of 
commerce, Washington, D. C. And 
any local business association which 
is in earnest in wanting to improve 
the local retail situation can call on 
the government for an expert advis- 
er to survey their field and tell them 
h*w to do things differently and 
more profitably.

SUGAR 


Straw and cottonseed may soon 


supply the world with sugar. Xy- 
lose, one of the moat widely distri- 
buted organic compounds in nature, 
is found in all vegetable fibers: It is 
a sugar which does not produce fat 
when eaten. It was first discovered 
in 1886 and chemists have been 
working for 44 years to find a cheap 
way to extract it. Up to recently it 
cost about a dollar a pound to get it 
out of the fibers. Under a. grant by 
, eo&greea two yoaia^-e.go.-'th.B federal 


bureau of standards has been en- 
gaged in chemical research into 
xylose, and now announce the de- 
velopment of a process which ex- 
tracts it from cottonseed hulls at 
a cost of only five cents a pound. 


The salvation of the 'cotton farmer 


may come thru this added by-product 
of the cotton seed, tbo it will hurt 
the sugar grower. 
OIL 


Oil is the world's moat precious 


commodity. I am not thinking es- 
pecially of petroleum, which is the 
first thing we think of when we say 
"oil." Palm oil from interior Afri- 
ca, olive oil from the Mediterranean 
shores, whale oil from the seven 
seas, were articles of international 
traffic centuries before Columbus. 


Today the animal and vegetable 


oils are still sought for everywhere 
and consumed in larger quantities 
than ever before. America has con- 
tributed corn oil, peanut oil, and 
cottonseed oil to the list.. We pro- 
duce more linseed oil, from flax 
grown in the northwest, than any 
other nation. Florida is beginning to 
produce tung oil, extracted from the 
nut of a tree native to China. The 
pursuit of whales for their oil has 
developed in the past twenty years 
to such an extent that international 
laws for the protection of these 
huge beasts are under consideration. 
Aviation has stimulated the demand 
for castor oil, which remains fluid 
at low temperatures and does not 
carbonize. Cod-liver oil is in greater 
demand than ever. Porpoise oil is 
used for lubricating watches. And 
the oil from coconuts is used in a 
thousand ways, for foods, candies, 
and cosmetics. 


One of the newest scientific discov- 


eries is a germ which will extract 
the oil from coconuts without pres- 
sure, economically and completely.
